Thrilling Campaign Week Climaxed 


Climaxing a thrilling week of 
campaign speeches, flying bar- 
ners, sound effects, and spirited 
folk singing, Dick Gyuricza was 
elected to the highest position on 
this campus--that of Associated 
Student Body President. 

In one of the most lively cam- 
paigns this reporter can remember, 
Dick won the coveted honor over 
Ron Smith, Junior Class President. 

Both campaigns were not only 
very interesting, but also highly 
amusing. 

Dick employed some of the most 
unusual sound effects ever pro- 
duced in Sentville history, with 
the aid of Pat "Fireman" Smith 
and Glen "Siren" Cable. Some 
of his promises also swayed the 
masses, such as a wave machine 
in the pool, as advocated by last 
semester's losing candidate, Don 
Branker.

1.H.S. witnessed a fantastically 
successful basketball season this 
year---one that featured a 
championship in the Inglewood 
Tourney and Bay League, three 
members to the All-Centinela 
Valley andAII-Bay League 
teams, andtheselection of 
Captain Steve Roth to the All- 
CIF Team. 

Roth, and guards Dick Padrick 
and Rocky Price earned both 
All-Valley and All-League 
Laurels. 

The Sents tied for the league 
crown with Mira Costa at 14 
wins, 2 losses, and garnered a 
20-5 season marker. Inthe 
Christmas Tourney in our gym, 
"Stick and Company", won three 
in a row to capture the round- 
robin play for the first time in 
its nine year history. 

The championship hoopsters had 
win streaks of ten and eight 
games, and captured both of 
their contests with cross town 
rival Morningside. 

In their first meeting the Sents 
trounced the Monarchs, 65-39 
on their home court, with Steve 
Roth leading the way, pouring 
in 22 points. 

In their second contest, a fine 
team effort led the Sents over 
the Monarchs, 49-41, on the 
opposition's court. Ron Willer 
and Roth scored twelve apiece, 
Price tallied 10 digets, Bob 
Stillman, "Sweet Bird of Youth", 
amassed 9 points, while Padrick 
garnered 8, 

Inglewood first jumped into the 
league lead at the end of the 
first round, when the hard court 
stalwarts sneaked by the then 
league leaders, the Hawthorne 
Cougars, 48-46, 

All CIF Award winners Roth and 
Cougar Gary Mykhaven put on a 
great show, as did all 13 players 
who competed that day. Gary 
scored 24 points, while Roth 
shared the I.H.S. scoring load 
with Stillman and Padrick, who 
scored 11 apiece to Stick's total 
of 2) 

Inglewood dropped its first 
meeting with co-champs Mira 
Costa, 42-40, at the beach-side 
gym, playing minus the services 
of Roth, 

In their second meeting Ingle- 
wood won out 46-45 on last 
minute freethrows by Cal 
Alleman, Ochoa, and Price. 

Inglewood was beaten in first 
round CIF Championship by the 
Glendale Hoover Tornadoes 58- 
50. Rothled the Sentville 
scoring attack with 18 points.

The United States has problems, 
oh, so many problems~=-in Cuba, 
Africa, Vietnam, France, and 
Russia.
